night at a Masonic meeting. 
President 
Roosevelt’s 
address, 
which may hold the key to his fu­ 
ture court policies, will be deliv­ 
ered at the base of the Washing­ 
ton monument tomorrow night. It 
will be the principal Constitution , 
day rally. 
Senator 
Vandenberg 
(R-Mich) j 
will round out the discussion with j 
a speech Saturday at a Michi- ! 
gan political rally. His subject Is 
"The Republican Challenge." 
Although there was no advance 
indication th at any of the speeches 
will be a direct rebuttal to the oth- j 
ers, they will represent widely di­ 
vergent 
viewpoints.
